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Computer-Type Love Is Blind

N E W 
YORK - (NEA) - 
Computer dating began as a 
fad for college kids. It now has 
developed into a kind of me­ 
chanical Lonely Hearts’ Club for 
marriage-minded adults. 
This is, after all, a lonely, 
cold world we live in. full of 
clinking 
machines, 
without 
feeling, without heart, without 
(sigh) romance. It seems only 
fitting that, in a world like this, 
love should come flying in on a 
punch card. 
The idea seems harmless en­ 
ough. After completing forms 
that indicate to some degree the 
kind of person you really are, 
your answers are key-punched 
into a computer card which is 
shuffled and paired with anoth­ 
er computer 
card 
containing 
similar punches. 
Hum. Buzz. Shuffle. Romance. 


LATELY, HOWEVER, there 
has been evidence to the effect 
that love, at least computer 
love, is blind. The New York 
State attorney general’s office 
went so far as to conduct public 
hearings to see if it were true. 
The victims poured in. There 
was 
the 
Hadassah 
president 
whose date turned out to be a 
pro-Nasser Arab. 
Then there 
were the nice little old lady 
and the self-proclaimed confirm­ 
ed swinger whose only interest 
was “far-out sex” ; the woman 
college graduate and the mes­ 
senger boy; the classical music 
buff and the tin-eared sports 
fan; the 5 foot 10 devout Catho­ 
lic and the short Jewish divorc­ 
ed man. 
Assistant 
Attorney General 
Stephen Mindell said his office 
had received thousands of com­ 
plaints — and that victims paid 
as high as $500 to be matched, 


or mismatched, by the comput­ 
ers. 
Mindell says salesmen (self­ 
described as “counselors” ) for 
the matching services have a 
willing audience. 
“They have 
one basic sales approach,” he 
saidt> “They work on people’s 
loneliness. And most people are 
in awe of computers, despite 
the fact that most of these com­ 
panies 
are 
actually 
working 
with a very small field of cli­ 
ents and can’t possibly match 
people well on a mathematical 
basis alone.” 
One of the largest computer 
dating companies in the coun­ 
try is called Operation Match, 
located in Great Neck, N.Y. The 
firm is headed by MIT gradu­ 
ate Stephen Milgrim, a man 
who. for the most part, truly de­ 
tests his competition. 


“THERE ARE 31 computer 
dating firms in the New York 
City area,” he says, beginning 
coolly. “Of that number, three 
control about 80 per cent of the 
business. Of the remaining 28, 
about 50 per cent are trying to 
do a good job. The remaining 
50 per cent are quick buck, fly- 
by-night operators who take the 
money and run. Most of these 
guys not only don’t use a com­ 
puter, most of them don’t even 
have an office. Just a box num­ 
ber of a telephone. 
“These dirty (censored) work 
out of a hat, feed people a lot 
of bull and I’ll make a bet thev 
make more money than we do.” 
There is no legislation con­ 
trolling computer dating now, 
but Milgrim is hopeful. “It needs 
licensing very badly,” he said, 
“to protect the consumer and 
the legitimate company.” 
Whatever its drawbacks, you 
see, Milgrim believes there is a 
place for his craft in the world. 


“We live in a society that 
seems pretty strange sometim­ 
es,’’ he said. “If you see a girl 
on the street that you like, what 
do you think is going to happen 
if you walk up to her? I’ll tell 
you. Pretty soon, you’re going 
to see some people in blue uni­ 
forms. It’s that kind of world.” 


COMPUTER 
DATING, 
he 
says, negates this sort of con­ 
flict. Milgrim does not promise 
anything in the way of chemis­ 
try — “There’s no way in the 
world of evaluating it” — but 
savs if you don’t meet the per­ 
son. you’ll never find out. 
“It’s no miracle machine, the 
computer,” he said. “Those who 
use the computer might be shy, 
but the don’t have any real 
dating problems. 
“On the other hand, social­ 
ly inept people who can’t make 
it on their own don’t make it 
through the computer, either.”

A Strikeless Society?

NEW YORK - Everybody 
talks about k. Few know any­ 
thing about it. Yet it could pay 
thousands of brigh; young ob­ 
jective chaps 
anywhere from 
$250 to $500 a day. And it c^uld 
wipe out costly strikes be they 
stoppages 
of 
crime 
fighters, 
cops, fire fighters, auto workers, 
steel mill hands or garbage col­ 
lectors. 
“ It” is arbitration — which 
depends on arbitrators, of which 
there are mighty few. There are 
no more than 
500 who work 
f u l l 
time 
t h r oughout 
the land - but 
a b o u t 
the 
same 100 
al­ 
ways are 
in 
demand, 
like 
good 
bakers, 
t a i l o r s 1 
a n d 
chefs, 
b ii.s k l 
they are a vanishing breed. For 
example: 
The other day the black may­ 
or of rotting Newark, N.J., Ken­ 
neth Gibson, announed the end 
of the violent, costly 11-week-old 
teachers strike, the longest in 
history. In its fifth week, three 
union leaders were sentenced 
to six months in jail and the 
union was fined $50,000 for vio­ 
lating an anti-strike injunction. 
Later. 347 teachers were sus­ 
pended. And a hundred or so 
were barred by parents from 
returning. 
Basic in the strike is the fight 
over the union’s demand for the 
retention 
of 
an 
arbitration 
clause — 
the 
submission 
of 
grievances to special 
arbitra­ 
tors. After the settlement, May­ 
or Gibson announced that fu­ 
ture arbitrators would have to 
• be members of the National 
Academy of Arbitrators and r e 
side in New Jersey. A quick 
check with the American Arbi­ 
tration Association (AAA) here 
disclosed there were exactly 
seven such men in the state. 
One of them is the eminent 
David Cole of Paterson, form­ 
er director of the Federal Medi­ 
ation and Conciliation Service. 
He also is a former adviser to 
presidents. 
He hasn’t much 
time to breathe, he’s so much 
in demand. So he’s not likely 
to sit in on the violent Newark 
racial duel. 
This leaves exactly six eligi- 
bles. They’re not going to rush 
into the volcanic social violence 
of Newark either. 
WHERE ARE THE other ar­ 
bitrators? They are a disappear­ 
ing breed. Most of them were 
trained during the compulsory 
arbitration days of World War 
II. There are some 2000 on the 
official AAA and Federal Medi­ 
ation and Conciliation Service 
panels. But most of these are 
whilom Solomons who work on 
a case or two The 500 are full­ 
time — and about 100 are truly 
experienced and fully desired bv 
both labor and management. 
So 
grievances 
pile 
up 
in 
plants for lack of arbitrators. 
So do resentments. Cases idle 
three to six months before they 
are heard. It’s all very expen­ 
sive too. 
Against this uptight economic 


panorama, 
Don Straus, pres­ 
ident of the AAA, and the as­ 
sociation’s 10-member 
Labor- 
Management Advisory Commit­ 
tee have been modeling a plan 
for voluntary 
arbitration 
not 
only of grievances — but of 
major collective bargaining con­ 
tracts, of which some 1200 have 
1971 expiration dates. 
Mr Straus and some of the 
nation’s most influential labor 
chiefs, such as AFL-CiO Presi­ 
dent George Meany who appoint­ 
ed the five union leaders to the 
advisory committee; and Steel 
workers chief I. W. “Abe” Abel, 
a 
committee 
member, 
have 
been vitally interested. They 
are 
opposed 
to 
long 
costly 
strikes. They watched the GM 
walkout last year with horri­ 
fied fascination. It cost the Uni­ 
ted Auto Workers (UAW) close 
to $200 million. The union had 
to hock its national headquart­ 
ers and its $20 million Black 
Lake. 
Mich., 
marble-studded 
think tank to the Teamsters. 
NOW THE STEELWORKERS 
are preparing to spend 
their 
$50 million strike fund on an 
August strike against the basic 
steel industry. And Joe Beirne’s 
Communication Workers Union 
(CWA) has picked the Chesa­ 
peake and Potomac Phone Com­ 
pany as the target for their 
first walkout in *he drive for a 
25 per cent wage increase. And 
one CWA Local, 1101, in a re­ 
cent strike was fined $1.7 mil­ 
lion. 
Add the $200 million cost of 
♦he auto workers strike — which 
left the union almost bankrupt — 
to the coming costs right on 
through the possible Longshore­ 
men’s strikes along all U. S. 
coasts, 
including the Great 
I^akes and other walkouts and 
it is probable that the unions 
will spend more than half a bil­ 
lion 
dollars of their central 
treasuries this vear on walk­ 
outs. These will be mighty cost­ 
ly picket lines. 
So Mr. Straus’ AAA has call­ 
ed meetings of the Labor-Man- 
agement 
Advisory 
Committee 
and its subcommittee that is 
studying ways to improve col­ 
lective bargaining. 
Thev 
will 
meet June 17 to discuss their 
findings and then present their 
report to the full committee 
This small subcommittee is 
made up of Dave Cole 
and 
Dave Morse, former Director 
General 
of the 
International 
Labor Organization, which won 
the Nobel Peace Prize under 
his guidance. Two mighty eru­ 
dite and gracious fellows after 
whom the U. S. State Dept, 
could well model its people. 
DECADES FROM NOW some 
labor historian will say that 
these sessions were the begin­ 
ning of a strikeless society. But 
why wait? Labor’s elder states­ 
men have been talking quietly 
about moving toward voluntary 
arbitration of contracts 
But they shy from any public 
discussion. They fear their mili­ 
tant, strike-happy rank and file. 
Mention arbitration to Abe Abel 
and you’d think this laconic fel­ 
low. head of the 
AFL-CIO’s 
Economic Committee as well as 
the Steel Union, had just been 
shown a superimposed candid 
shot nf him splf /»»vnrtincr with 


Elizabeth Taylor or Spiro Ag- 
new. 
So Abe Abel, like so many 
others who know they’ll come 
out of a long costly strike with 
little more than they could have 
gotten at the beginning (as in 
the UAW case), 
work 
them­ 
selves into a corner and inevi­ 
table picket lines. 
BUT THERE IS HOPE. Mea­ 
ny, a most un-utopian fellow, 
has said strikes really are fu­ 
tile — though no labor chief will 
surrender his union’s right to 
call one. 
Labor has become 
middle class in the past 
15 
years. It can’t really afford, 
nor does it need, to be radical 
any longer. It has a greater 
stake in the American system. 
Union members have obligations 
which are costly — mortgages, 
car installments, 
etc. 
— 
so 
strikes are less desirable. 
He believes that “more and 
more people in the trade un­ 
ion movement — I mean at 
the highest levels — are think­ 
ing of other ways to advance 
without the use of the strike 
method. . . In what I would 
call some of best unions, our 
real solid unions, they are now 
thinking and talking about vol­ 
untary arbitration openly.” 
That’s what the man said. 
And that’s what is being ex­ 
plored in the next few weeks. 
But now is the time to develop 
the young arbitrators. It will be 
a good profession soon.

you give us that the money 
would really be spent for the 
city’s pressing needs?”

From 1965, on, the governors 
of the several states gave in­ 
creasing support to revenue- 
sharing. Yet by their midwinter 
conference this year, many had 
turned off on it. 
For long years before the gov­ 
ernors generally were attending 
to their urban problems, 
the 
country’s mayors came to Wash­ 
ington with direct appeals 'to 
Congress for money grants and 
were rewarded. Now many law­ 
makers in both parties are cool. 


IT IS HARD TO NAIL DOWN 
the turning point, The cities’ 
miserable 
performance 
with 
money has built a cumulative 
impression. Revenue-sharing un­ 
doubtedly got a big negative 
shove when proposals began to 
include the proviso that 50 per 
cent of the shared monies be 
“passed through” the states for 
the direct use of cities. 
Designed obviously to assure 
the desperate cities of needed 
funds, 
iit 
is 
instead 
hurting 
them. 
We get back always to the 
critical reason: The cities are 
seen by many today as misty 
swamps 
where 
money 
dis­ 
appears without trace or effect. 
Economist 
Paul 
Samuel- 
son dismisses as a “sentimen­ 
tal notion” the idea that the 
grass-roots 
governments 
are 
most efficient. 
“Every

Blasts Into Space 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (Ah) 
— An American spy satellite 
rocketed into space today to 
monitor Soviet and Red Chinese 
missile tests and to give almost 
instant warning of a long-range 
hostile missile attack. 
. The satellite, if successful, 
would provide 30-minute warn­ 
ing of such an attack, doubling 
the 15 minutes that present ra­ 
dar systems give U.S. forces to 
prepare antimissile devices and 


to launch bombers and rockets 
in retaliation. 
A Titan 3 rocket blazed into 
the early morning darkness to 
hurl the 1,800-pound satellite to­ 
ward a near-stationary orbit 
24,000 miles above Southeast 
Asia.

Steak Stew Has New Appearance 


A spring steak stew takes on 
a new appearance 
when 
the 
beef is wrapped around fresh 
vegetables. 
Slice

steak into thin lengths and roll 
around bundles of carrots, green 
beans or celery. Brown first and 
then simmer in tomato bisque. 
To serve cut into thirds and 
serve with rice or favorite po­ 
tatoes and a salad. This is a 
different approach to stew that 
adds extra points to your being 
the cook of the block. 
Spring Steak Stew 
2 pounds beef top round steak, 
% pound green beans, % pound 
carrots, 2 teaspoons grated lem­ 
on peel, 1 teaspoon sugar, 1 tea­ 
spoon salt, Va teaspoon pepper, 
1 teaspoon monosodium gluta­ 
mate, 3 tablespoons butter, 1 
(10^-ox.) can bisque of tomato 
soup, Vi soup can water, 2 cups 
cooked rice.

Cut these in piec­ 
es the length of a whole green 
bean. Snap ends off beans. Cut 
carrots in strips the size of the 
beans. Blanch vegetables ten­ 
der-crisp in boiling water and 
cool quickly in cold water. Ar­ 
range bundles of carrots and 
beans in center of beef. Sprink­ 
le with lemon peel mixed with 
sugar, salt, pepper and mono- 
sodium glutamate. Roll up and 
secure with picks. Brown on all 
sides in butter. Add soup and 
water. Cover and simmer 10

Lockheed Loan 


In Bid to Prevent 
Collapse of Firm 


BOWLING GREEN, Ohio - 
Law officers kept their cool 
after ab out 125 Bowling Green 
State University students sat 
down in the center of a down­ 
town street Tuesday night, and 
the incident ended without vio­ 
lence or arrests 
For ab out two hours the stu­ 
dents sat in the street in front 
of the county coMrthouse sur­ 
rounded b y 50 policemen and 
sheriff’s deputies armed with 
riot gear. 
Another 800 people, mostly 
students, ob served the confron­ 
tation from the sidelines. 
Mayor Gus Skib b ie twice read 
the riot act, and university offi­ 
cials urged the students to dis­ 
perse. 
Finally the gathering b roke up 
with students returning to the 
campus. S om e 
congregated 
b riefly outside the university 
administration b uilding b efore 
going to their quarters. 
The incident followed a peace­ 
ful march b y an estimated 3,000 
persons in memory of the four 
Kent State University students 
killed a year ago and of those 
killed in the Indochina War. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
Unless Blue Cross officials dem­ 
onstrate that they are trying to 
hold down hospital costs, Ken­ 
neth E. DeShelter, director of 
the Ohio Department of Insur­ 
ance, says he may turn them 
down the next time they ask for 
increase in rates. 
Speaking at pub lic hearing 
held b y a U.S. Senate sub com­ 
mittee in Cleveland 
Tuesday, 
DeShelter said, “The next time 
they come in for an increase, 
I’m going to ask them to dem­ 
onstrate precisely what they’ve 
done in cooperating with 
the 
hospitals to lower the rates. I 
may well not approve an 
in­ 
crease.” 
DeShelter was one of more 
than 150 persons who jammed 
a small room at the federal 
b uilding to testify b efore the 
sub committee 
that is touring 
the country to study health care 
prob lems. 
The committee is headed b y 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass. Also present at the hear­ 
ing were Sens. Rob ert W. Rack- 
wood, R-Ore., and Rob ert Taft 
Jr., R-Ohio. Taft attended just

Kennedy, the principal spon­ 
sor of a national health insur­ 
ance b ill, contended that soar­ 
ing costs, inadequate facilities 
and faulty distrib ution of per­ 
sonnel have created a health 
crisis in the United States.

House and Senate critics who 
form Memb ers of Congress for 
Peace through Law contend the

The report urged the B1 pro­ 
gram b e scrapped and further 
research devoted to a fleet of 
flying missile - launching plat­ 
forms to augment the nation’s 
land-and sea-b ased missiles.
